Scieneo Congrces, in Groat BritaiD, 
have tended to incrcaso tho impreB- 
Biori that the indifferonoo or, inability 
of paromts as to education can only 
bo met by legiHlation, which ebatl om> 
power local, aathorities 'to compol the 
attendance of children at free echoolfl. 
Compulsion iB asBOoiated with ideas ot 
• a surrender of civil and roligiouH 
liberty in un Bnf.^liahman'8 mind j but 
are wo not daily compelled to pay 
tQxos to support oflSoials against our 
will ? and when wo ask for a portion 
to bo aj propriulod for tho continuance 
of gratuitous cduoaiion in Vanconvor 
Island, are wo liOt compelled to talio 
no for an answer? Tho sontimonls 
in fuvor of adopting tho mousureB for 
compulsory education were very 
favorably rocolvod at tho great meet- 
ing at Manclicstor, and eimihir articles 
to that which wo reprinted from tho 
Spectator ia the Colonist a week or 
two ago, aro being tcatiorod by tlio 
British press for general information. 
It may not be generally known that 
« no child under aoertain age can now 
be employed in a factory for wages 
without receiving odaoation for at 
least half his time." It has been be- 
fore remarked thai parents were com- 
pelled to provide shelter, food and 
clothing for their offspring out of 
their own earnings. It is now further 
asked, is it right any longer that these 
pooplo should nob bo bound also to 
attend to tho moral and educationaf 
wants of tlieir cliildri>n when thoy 
are not asked to contribute towards 
thoso wants, but arooll'cred education 
freely ? Tliis principlo of compnL-iion 
is apparent, ior if wo neglect our duty 
to oursolvos and our duty to our 
follow-citizon, wo bring ourselves 
tinder the strong arm of tho law. Tho 
Manchester Bchcmo is to levy local 
rates for schools, so that tho children 
can walk in on Monday morning wii.h 
out tho coppers in their hands and 
without tho feeling of shame for want 
of them. In 1801, one of tlio grounds 
of objection to compulsory education 
by the Education Committee was, that 
" Governraeut could not interfere for 
fear oi exciting popular jealousy and 
mistrust, l^low, what we want for 
British Columbia is a fund — a share 
of the taxes— to be administered by 
porBons elected by the poprlar will 
and removable at tho popular pleasure 
— no Government interference is re. 
quired. The Select Committee on 
Education, which sat the last two 
Bessiona of PariiunieBl, luive taken evidence 
ot the bigtiest value, us lur as Ureal Brituio 
ia conuetued ; varied gieut quesiiuoa of 
policy bave arisen, and many of tbe witnesses 
suggest material and inodauealal altorations 
in tbe whole system of natlonnl education, 
and in the constitatlon of ilie deparliiuiit uf 
tbo Government at present cburged with iin 
adminisiratioD. One ol tlio recommenda- 
tiona of tbe cinnmiueu is tho appointment of 
■ a Minister of Public Inslructiun wi'.li u seat 
in tbo Cabinet. Aiiollier is, "that power 
sbould be piviin to levy a rate for the promo- 
tioD of educalioi) in ciTiiiin ca.-ea," Ayain.

In tbe notice of the Volunteer Benefit at 
the theatre, which we gave yesterday, rendered 
necessarily brief by the lateness of tbo bonr 
at which the curtain foil on Tuesday night, 
we could not pretend to accord tbe full 
measure of justice to the exertions of tbe 
Amateurs which tbe intriasio merits and 
success of tbe entire performaoce called for 
at oar hands ; we tbeiefore porpose devoting 
a little more ppnce lo-day to a critical notice 
of the entertainment.

Mr. Calliocham both acted and sang on 
liiid night in lirsl rate style. Beppo, tho heavy 
rullian, was apportioned to Mr. Rushton, we 
prosuino on account of bis melo-dramalic 
voice; the selection was a wise one, as wo do 
not lliink any member of tbo company could 
have done morn justice to tho character than 
ho did, Mr Rusbtoo thoroughly anderstands 
stage business, and never loses a point, which 
is a great thing in burlesque where tbe dia- 
logue abounds in puns and plays upon words. 
.Mr. Keast, who has all the qualifications for be. 
coining ar. e.xcelleiil actor, and is rapidly im- 
proving, ably acted up to Ibu first ruflian, as 
(iiacomo, llie "promising young baiidil." Mr, 
Farwell, disguised as tbo tall bearded carbinier, 
II jipenred to be much more at home than in the 
first piece. He and bis rogamuffia comrades 
created much fun. We now coma to the gem 
of the evening, Fra Diavolo himself. Instead 
of a villainous looking disciple rf His Satanic 
Majesty, as the naiiio would imply, ihe audi-, 
unoe were asionislicd by llio siuldeii iippear- 
aoci of a sweet looking, curly-headei youtli 
"dressed to kill," iu the most unexeeptionablo 
little coat, vest, trowsers and stove pipe. We 
have always bad occasion to speak in glowing 
terms of Miss Jenny Arnot's performances, but 
we feci almoEi^ unable, on this occasion, to do 
her justice. Elcr acting throughout was

Feabody. He Is already the scle owner of 
a village containing 1,000 inhabitants, in 
which be ia about to build a hotel for gold 
seckcrn capable of acoonimoduting 300 gueata 
In one locality the gold him (era are busilji 
employed in tearin;^ do.vn tlio farmers' 
fencea, wliioh are built of gold quariz, the 
builders being eatirely ignorant of its value. 
About a year ago a company of Ameticans 
vas organized for working mines located in 
a tract of land which the; had booghl from 
theiOaDadlao proprietor. These lands are 
; looitted on ,the Obaudioro River, and are 
reputed to bo very rich in gold deposits.
